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Council Reviews “Hold the Line” 
Recreation and Parks Budget 


Greenbelt’s Director of Recre- 
ation, Hank Irving, along with 
eight of his key staff members 
provided in-depth overviews for 
the programs and operations of 
the Greenbelt Recreation Depart- 
ment at the council’s fourth 
worksession on the City 
Manager’s fiscal year 2005 pro- 
posed budget on Wednesday, 
April 21 at the Community Cen- 
ter. 

“When the parks budget is 
included,” Irving told council, 
“the total proposed budget ex- 
penditures for FYO5 for the de- 
partment amounts to just over $4 
million.” Irving also expressed 
appreciation for the support of 
the members serving on the four 
advisory boards and committees 
that assist the department in pro- 
gramming for recreation/parks, 
arts, youth and senior activities, 
as well as the many volunteers 
that assist his staff in carrying 
out specific scheduled programs 
and events. 

“If we had to pay for the 
many services performed by vol- 
unteers supporting the depart- 
ment’s programs, the estimated 
cost would be $2 million,” Irving 
noted. Before handing over the 
worksession presentations to his 
key staff, Irving reiterated for 
council, the Recreation Depart- 
ment Mission Statement: “to pro-

vide extensive recreation services 
and facilities which are fully re- 
sponsive to the needs of resi- 
dents, resulting in self develop- 
ment, satisfying activities and 
enriching social and cultural ex- 
periences.” He also noted the 
long tradition of Greenbelt’s rec- 
reation programs, including the 
first municipal recreation depart- 
ment and swimming pool in the 
state. This tradition is “funda- 
mental to the quality of life we 
have come to expect in 
Greenbelt,” he concluded. 

Recreation department staff 
then provided slide presentations 
covering the various budget ac- 
counts: recreation administration, 
recreation centers, Greenbelt 
Aquatic & Fitness Center, 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
Greenbelt Kids, therapeutic recre- 
ation, adult leisure and fitness, 
arts, special events and parks. 
(The parks budget account actu- 
ally covers the salaries of the 
parks crews and other public 
works personnel when working 
in the parks, supplies and mate- 
rials used in maintaining the 
parks, playgrounds, athletic fields 
and tennis courts and will be 
taken up during the public works 
budget worksession.)

Derelict Jaycees Building 
Is Eyed by DAV Group

When the Greenbelt City 
Council met for its worksession 
on Thursday, April 8 to review 
the proposed fiscal year 2005 
budget for the Planning and 
Community Development De- 
partment, a brief time was allot- 
ted at the beginning of the meet- 
ing for a guest. Commander 
James L. Miles, Jr., of the 
Greenbelt/Hyattsville George H. 
Seal Disabled American Veterans 
(DAV) Chapter No. 23, was 
present to request access to the 
long abandoned “Jaycee” club 
house adjacent to the St. Hugh’s 
school west parking lot. 

Miles hoped council would 
allow him to work with Celia 
Craze, director of planning, in 
undertaking a preliminary evalu- 
ation of the derelict building. At 
issue was whether a restoration 
of the building would be eco- 
nomically and structurally fea- 
sible. Currently the DAV chapter 
conducts its meetings at the 
Greenbelt American Legion Post 
No. 136, but is interested in see- 
ing if the Jaycee building could 
meet its needs. Craze felt it was 
important for council to be aware 
of this latest interest in the 
building and to give its approval 
for access to the building before 


the city and the planning depart- 
ment went forward. Craze noted 
that, “Over the years, there have 
been several community-based 
organizations that expressed an 
interest in the structure but none 
of those proposals went very 
far.” 

Before the current interest by 
the DAV, the latest previous pro- 
posal was put forward last year 
by the Planning and Community 
Development Department itself 
when staff evaluated the building 
as an animal control facility. 
Rehabilitation costs and impact 
on the surrounding neighborhood 
led to a negative decision. 

In light of the DAV’s interest 
in the building, Craze noted that 
the proposed Capital Projects 
Fund budget for FYO5 retains 
$10,000 for use as seed money 
for the city to use with a partner 
willing to invest in restoration of 
the building. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked Miles if the building 
would be big enough for the 
chapter’s needs. 

Miles answered, “As a start 
the building would be adequate 
at this time. In 10 or 15 years, 
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tations, covering recreation ad- 
ministration and recreation cen- 
ters. The recreation administra- 
tion account funds salaries and 
related expenses of the depart- 
ment’s administrative staff which 
consists of five and a half full 
time equivalents (FTEs) respon- 
sible for planning, management, 
registration and information for 
all recreation programs. The 
proposed FYO5 expenditures for 
this account total $536,500, and 
there 1s expected revenues of 
$12,800 for recreation center 
rentals. 

Their FYO5 objectives in- 
clude: implementing an on-line 
registration and pass manage- 
ment program using the WebTrac 
system; complete the design and 
construction of the proposed 
skate park facility; complete the 
historic Community Center win- 
dow renovation project and de- 
velop a recreation department 
employee recognition program. 
Only the last objective is new for 
FYO5; the others are carryover 
projects from FY04 or previous 
years. In response to questions 
from Councilmembers Edward 
Putens and Leta Mach concern- 
ing the scope of the proposed 
recognition program, McNeal in- 
dicated that it would include 
classified employees as well as 
non-classified and donor organi- 
zations. Staff assured council 
that the donor recognitions 
would not constitute “endorse- 
ments.” 

Issues and services enumerated 
for this account included one 
“significant need” and one “big 
ticket item” that were not funded 
in the proposed budget. In other 
words, these two items were re- 
quested by the recreation depart- 
ment staff but not included in the

A newsletter is sent to mem- 
bers every month and a monthly 
reading activity calendar pro- 
vides a reading-related activity 
for every day of the month.

The Kol Haruach 
Klezmer Band has 
come to aid Mishkan 
Torah Synagogue to 
help complete a ma- 
jor roof renovation of 
Mishkan Torah’s 
building.

Unfortunately, it was in need of 
constant maintenance, because it 
did not successfully shed water, 
let alone snow and leaves. Cur- 
rently, a trussed hip roof is being 
erected over the whole building. 

The proceeds from the concert 
ticket sales will go to Mishkan 
Torah to help pay for the roof 
renovations. In addition, net 
proceeds from the sale of Kol 
Haruach’s new CD release will 
be donated to the Capital Area 
Foodbank to help the hungry 
and needy. Through the help of 
the band, Mishkan Torah will be 
aided in meeting some of the ex- 
penses associated with the roof 
renovations and also support 
Mishkan Torah’s Social Action 
Committee’s activities by helping 
the Capital Area Foodbank carry 
out its program — while support- 
ing an exciting community event 
to include live music, culture, 
and dance. 

The band Kol Haruach will 
begin a nationwide concert tour 
to promote their first album, “In 
The Beginning” with the benefit 
concert at the Mishkan Torah 
and then head off to the Sun 
City area of Arizona. The group 
will continue through the end of 
the year with stops that will in- 
clude Augusta, Ga., Tampa, Fla.

city manager’s proposed budget 
submitted to council. The sig- 
nificant need is described as 
funding for a Facilities Supervi- 
sor at the GC-12 level to pro- 
vide mid-level management of 
the Youth Center, Springhill 
Lake Center, skate park, movie 
theater, Schrom Hills Park and 
field permits, etc. Staff estimated 
that $50,000 would be needed to 
fill this proposed slot. 

The item labeled big ticket 
by McNeal is a proposed ben- 
efits package for approximately 
16 non-classified part-time posi- 
tions. The stated rationale for 
this request is to provide more 
competitive incentives for retain- 
ing these part-time employees. 
The program package was esti- 
mated to cost $100,000 last year. 
Also listed under issues and ser- 
vices were concerns with crime/ 
safety in and around recreation 
and park facilities; implementa- 
tion of e-government initiatives; 
ball field upgrades; teen program- 
ming and a recent drop in adult 
sports leagues. 

The Recreation Centers ac- 
count funds the staffing and 
maintenance costs for the Youth 
Center, Springhill Lake Center, 
Schrom Hulls Park and the pro- 
posed skate park. Proposed ex- 
penditures are $365,500. Objec- 
tives for next year include: bet- 
ter marketing of the facilities; al- 
low the use of Greenbelt Aquatic 
& Fitness Center passes as ID 
for the recreation centers; physi- 
cal improvements to improve 
safety and appearance of the cen- 
ters and oversight of the renova- 
tion and expansion of the SHL 
Recreation Center if it 1s initi- 
ated next year. McNeal noted 
that approximately 80 percent 
($72,000) of the account for re- 
pair/maintenance of the recre- 
ation centers was for cleaning. 

Aquatic Center 

George Rogala, Aquatic & Fit- 
ness Center supervisor presented 
the proposed budget for the fa- 
cility he manages. Proposed ex- 
penditures for FYO5 total 
$870,400 with no capital outlays 
planned. Revenues projected for 
the facility from admissions, 
passes, rentals, classes and con- 
cessions total $629,500 or ap- 
proximately 72 percent of expen- 
ditures. This recovery experi- 
ence would be about average for 
the facility during its nearly 13 
years of operation. The pro- 
jected revenues are based on a 
staff proposal to increase daily 
admissions across the board by 
fifty (50) cents. Rogala indicated 
that staff was reluctant to recom- 
mend any further increases in the 
monthly or annual passes this 
year and there appeared to be no 
council objection to the proposed 
approach. 

A management objective for 
the next year is to accomplish 
an energy audit aimed at achiev- 
ing savings in the operation of 
the heating, ventilation and hu- 
midity controls. Rogala also di- 
rected council’s attention to the 
substantial increases in costs in 
maintaining the mechanical sys- 
tems for the facility and some 
problems with part-time lifeguard 
and pool manager staffing dur- 
ing the winter months. 

Community Center 

Di Quynn-Reno, Community 
Center supervisor, presented the 
budget account for the Greenbelt 
Community Center. The pro- 
posed budget includes expendi- 
tures of $593,000 and projected 
revenues of $240,000 which is 
about 41 percent self-supporting, 


though trending down from 57 
percent in FYO2. Mayor Judith 
Davis noted that that recovery 
rate was about as much as could 
be expected for the Community 
Center because there is consider- 
able use of the facility made 
available for programs and com- 
munity organizations for free. 
Councilmembers Putens and 
Mach suggested that some of the 
groups currently using rooms for 
free might be amenable to paying 
a moderate fee for the use of the 
meeting rooms. 

Concern was expressed about 
making sure that the expected 
change in Adult Day Care pro- 
vider was accomplished without 
any lapse in service. Council 
also inquired regarding the status 
of the city’s arrangement with the 
New Deal Café for use of the 
kitchen and the pay-down of its 
indebtedness to the city for un- 
paid kitchen rentals. Staff of- 
fered to provide background in- 
formation on the New Deal Café 
arrangement in preparation for a 
separate meeting that council 
could schedule with the Café 
managers. 

Community Center staff will 
also be conducting an energy 
audit for the Center and will ac- 
complish lease updates for both 
the Nursery School and the 
Adult Day Care space. 

Greenbelt Kids 

Nancy Wilmot, Greenbelt 
Kids supervisor, provided infor- 
mation on the Greenbelt Kids 
account in the proposed budget. 
The program, which was first or- 
ganized as a separate account in 
FYQ3 provides enrichment, so- 
cialization and movement offer- 
ings for youth during those times 
when Prince George’s County 
Schools are not in session. Ac- 
tivities and programs are held for 
ages, | to 14, not including vi- 
sual arts. For FY05, proposed 
expenditures are $276,200 and 
projected revenue is $341,900. 
Objectives for the new fiscal year 
include: explore new approaches 
for after school services for 
grades 6 to 8; expand the Spring 
Camp program to private school 
students; develop low or no fee 
one-time programs for the SHL 
Recreation Center and investigate 
options for low cost evening 
programming (6 to 8 p.m.) at 
SHL Recreation Center. 

Therapeutic Recreation 

The budget for Therapeutic 
Recreation was covered by Karen 
Haseley, Therapeutic Recreation 
supervisor. Proposed expendi- 
tures for FYO5 are $128,000 and 
projected revenues are $19,500 
for this account, which provides 
recreational opportunities for in- 
dividuals with special needs. In- 
creasingly, individuals with spe- 
cial needs have participated in 
most programs offered in the 
Recreation Department brochures. 
During the FY04 summer camp 
sessions, 18 different children 
with disabilities went through the 
therapeutic recreation process and 
were either assigned inclusion 
counselors or an inclusion coun- 
selor checked in with them on a 
regular basis. 

Five of the 18 had autism, 
one had diabetes, two had cere- 
bral palsy, two had emotional 
disorders, one had scoliosis, one 
had Asperger’s and the remainder 
had combinations of ADD, 
ADHD, LD or development de- 
lays. Haseley has an objective 
for next year to develop a more 
comprehensive method of assess- 
ing inclusion participants enter- 
ing the programs and a program 
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for advising recreation staff on 
the disabilities. 
Adult Programs 

Greg Varda, recreation coordi- 
nator, presented the budget for 
Adult Leisure and Fitness, which 
is meant to meet the social and 
leisure needs of those 13 years of 
age and older, offering sports 
leagues, trips, fitness classes, 
camps, clubs, educational classes 
and workshops. Proposed expen- 
ditures in this area for FYO5 are 
$104,200. Projected revenues 
through fees paid by participants 
for classes and leagues are 
$66,000. 

Objectives for FYO5 include: 
reevaluation of men’s softball for 
a possible fall league; establish 
men’s summer basketball league 
at SHL Recreation Center; coordi- 
nate a summer basketball camp 
for teenagers at SHL Recreational 
Center and expand on last year’s 
youth basketball program at the 
Youth Center and offer a similar 
program at SHL, including speak- 
ers, fundamentals and games. 

The Arts 

Nicole DeWald, Arts coordina- 
tor, provided the FYO5 budget 
overview for the Arts account 
which provides a broad spectrum 
of educational programs in the 
visual and performing arts. Pro- 
posed expenditures for this ac- 
count total $143,000. Projected 
revenues from class fees and 
grants total $57,500 or about 41 
percent of expenditures. 

Objectives for the new fiscal 
year include: investigating new 
funding opportunities in light of 
an expected reduction in Mary- 
land State Arts Council operating 
grants in FYO06; pursuing ex- 
panded media coverage of city 
arts programs and investigating 
the feasibility of an artist’s resi-

dency to serve the SHL commu- 
nity. Issues to be faced next year 
include: need for appropriate 
stage lighting/backdrop for the 
Community Center stage, not 
funded, but projected to cost ap- 
proximately $8,000 to $10,000. 
This improvement would greatly 
enhance concert band and other 
performances in the Community 
Center gymnasium; need for im- 
provement in the condition of 
the artist’s studios and the poten- 
tial impact on studio operations 
during the window renovation 
work, 
Special Events 

Julie McHale presented infor- 
mation on the last departmental 
budget account for special events. 
This account was formerly called 
Other Recreation Programs, but 
has been renamed and includes 
the city’s costs for special events 
and contributions to volunteer 
groups. No full-time recreation 
staff salary is included, but sala- 
ries for public works labor and 
part-time program leaders are ac- 
counted for in this account. The 
account supports over I5 pro- 
grams held annually throughout 
the city including the Labor Day 
Festival, SchromFest, Greenbelt 
New Year, the Celebration of 
Spring, July 4 and others. 

Proposed expenditures for 
FY05 are $159,400 with $79,400 
of that proposed for contributions 
for volunteer groups. 

Another major issue raised in 
the recreation department budget 
involved a family of issues relat- 
ing to athletic fields. According 
to the recreation staff, ball fields 
in the city could use upgrades. 
Northway Fields do not provide 
the esthetic experience one ex- 
pects from a park setting due to 
the way the site is managed and 
because of competing projects. 
The proposed Capital Projects 
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Fund includes $25,000 for a 
Northway Master Plan and 
$10,000 for a city match for a 
Greenbelt Astronomy Club spon- 
sored observatory at the site. 
There are no funds for actual im- 
provements. Braden Field, the 
most utilized field complex in the 
city, has a longstanding need for 
improvements to maintain that 
usage. Specifically noted are 
crowning work on the football 
field, tennis court renovations (for 
which $75,000 was included in 
FY Capital Projects Budget) and a 
lighting upgrade. Schrom Hills 
Park fields need surface attention 
including crowning and re-grad- 
ing of the football/soccer field 
and the softball field. Also there 
iS a more recent (evolving) pro- 
posal for lights at McDonald 
Field. The city manager’s state- 
ment regarding these develop- 
ments was “staff are not moving 
on ball-field stuff.” 


Traffic Calming 


While speed studies indicate 
that vehicle speeds between 
Kenilworth Avenue and Northway 
exceed the speed limit by more 
than five miles per hour, there 
are no additional traffic calming 
devices planned for Crescent 
Road, according to Planning and 
Community Development Direc- 
tor Celia Craze. 

There are several factors that 
make implementation of traffic 
calming devices’ difficult. 
Among these factors are the po- 
tential impact on emergency ser- 
vice vehicles, constraints associ- 
ated with bike lanes, the historic 
profile of the street and conflict 
with street maintenance activities. 

“It is staff’s assessment that 
the obvious and most needed 
traffic calming measures have 
been implemented,” said Craze.

[we] may need something else.” 

Roberts also inquired as to 
the chapter’s planned uses of the 
restored building and if alcohol 
use was contemplated. Miles 
said that meetings and DAV func- 
tions would be held at the loca- 
tion, but he does not anticipate 
any provisions of alcohol. “At 
this stage,” Miles noted, “we just 
want access to the building to 
get a good estimate of needed 
work to get the structure to a 
point of occupancy.” 

Craze informed council that 
her last estimate for costs to 
bring the building up to code 
was $50,000. The structure has 
declined over its period of no-use 
and is not “weatherized.” She 
views the DAV chapter’s interest 
as an opportunity for a public/ 
private partnership for restoring 
the building. 

For both the city and the 
DAV, the first question is: Is it 
doable? The second is: Who 
pays and how? The third issue 
is determining the actual arrange- 
ments for use of the building.

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“Crazy Quilt” in Full Voice 


At Sunny Roosevelt Center

By bicycle, baby 
carriage and on foot, 
many of the faithful 
and plenty of pass- 
ersby caught one or 
more parts of the Crazy Quilt 
Music Festival on Saturday, April 
17 at Roosevelt Center. The 
fifth annual event was the year’s 
first performance at the outdoor 
site. Under clear skies from mid- 
day until not too far from mid- 
night, more than a dozen singers, 
strummers and other musicians — 
both veterans and newcomers to 
Greenbelt — took turns.

Mike Elosh, known for American 
roots, “Dylan style;” and Sym- 
biont, an acoustic rock trio. 
Doug Way, “the Texas travelin’ 
man with a bag full of tunes,” 
preceded Paul Kamm & Eleanore 
MacDonald’s close harmonies 
from Northern California.

Crazy Quilt, he 
said, 1s the only concert at 
Roosevelt Center each year that 
is stitched together of so many 
different musical fabrics. 


Show at New Deal Café 
Probes Emigrant Experience

Ellen Smith’s digital inkjet 
prints will be shown at the New 
Deal Café in Roosevelt Center 
during May. The reception, a 
free event to which the public is 
invited, will take place on Sun- 
day, May 2 from 7 to 9 p.m. 

Smith’s prints deal with immi- 
gration and the intersection of 
two cultures: contemporary 
United States and her family heri- 
tage. Her maternal grandparents 
came from a small Jewish village 
in Poland in the 1890s. 

In exploring culture, and how 
we categorize difference and as- 
similation between the past and 
present cultures and history, 
Smith writes: “I think of it as a 
duality. This is because the 
common thread of my parents’ 
marriage and the primary issue of 
our family life was the orthodox 
versus the secular world. How 
much popular culture would be 
permitted to come into the 
home? Would we eat what oth- 
ers ate? Would we eat as our 
mother and her mother and her 
mother’s mother ate? It affected 
all aspects of life, not just on 
holidays or Sabbath. 

“If one is a member of a 
smaller cultural group that is sur- 
rounded by a larger cultural 
group, the cultural habits, rituals 
and needs of the larger group 
are bound to be more largely 
addressed than those of the 
smaller group. Should the 
smaller group join the larger 
one? Share their food habits? 
Or co-exist? 

“How does the next genera- 
tion handle this? How do they 
remain what they are and also 
join the world of the new coun- 
try? Does the smaller group re- 


tain its traditions, thereby main- 
taining a deliberate separation?” 

Smith uses unusual materials 
in her work. “Trees have Roots 
Jews have Feet,” in which the 
smaller culture intersects with the 
larger culture, uses paper bags on 
which are printed her emigrant 
relatives’ faces to represent the 
process of packing all they own 
into a small unit and transporting 
it to the new land. Smith uses 
pieces of matzo in other works. 
The perforated matzo reminded 
Smith of writing paper and she 
saw a connection between the 
matzo and the strong Jewish tra- 
dition with the written word. 

In her history project, “Eman- 
cipation One and Two,” Smith 
takes published research or his- 
tory and incorporates it into a 
visual of ancient Jewish knot 
patterns. She writes: “I had to 
do research to find these stories 
[and the patterns]. I found that 
they referred to aspects of my 
own family story. I realized that 
personal stories are the local ver- 
sion of the larger history. The 
greater history says ‘pogroms oc- 
curred.’ The personal history 
says my grandparents came here 
‘because of the difficult life for 
Jews in Europe, probably after a 
pogrom. I am giving this his- 
tory both a global and a local 
afterlife or remembrance or me- 
morial or a daily ‘yartzeit’ 
[yearly Jewish remembrance of a 
deceased relative or event].” 

Smith’s show is sponsored by 
the Friends of New Deal Café 
Arts, which received a grant to 
help fund the monthly exhibits 
from the Prince George’s Arts 
Council. 


Friends of FOGM 


Ask City for Help

A number of Greenbelt’s dedi- 
cated Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum turned out on a hot 
April 19 night in support of the 
efforts of the FOGM staff to raise 
the museum’s part of a one-to- 
one $100,000 National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities Chal- 
lenge grant. Only 10 such 
grants were awarded throughout 
the country and after this year 
NEH will discontinue this offer. 

The occasion was a Greenbelt 
City Council budget worksession, 
where museum staff presented 
their needs and put their wish 
lists on the block. July 1 is the 
museum’s deadline to raise 
$40,000, the museum’s first por- 
tion of the three-year grant. The 
group hoped to be able to bud- 
get $10,000 as the city’s contri- 
bution toward the fundraising ef- 
fort. However, due to fiscal con- 
straints, nothing was budgeted. 

Among those lobbying for 
putting the $10,000 in the bud- 
get were Mary Linstrom, Lee 
Shields, Julia Eichhorst and 
former Volunteer Coordinator 
Barbara Havekost, who got a big 
laugh from the audience when 
she told members of the council, 
“We know where you live.” 

Mary Linstrom and Julia 
Eichhorst, co-chairs of the 
fundraising committee, hope to 
use the endowment to fund an 
education coordinator position. 

Beginning to work on a his- 
toric master plan to identify the 
significant historic aspects of 
Greenbelt is one of the 
museum’s objectives for FY 
2005. 

It was announced that Karl 
Pena has taken over the volun- 
teer coordinator position at the 
museum since Barbara Havekost 
has stepped down.

Proposed CARES Budget 
Explained to City Council

Christal Parker Batey, 
Greenbelt’s Community Resource 
Advocate, led off the discussion 
of CARES Fiscal Year 2005 Pro- 
posed Budget by presenting an 
overview of the Greenbelt Assis- 
tance in Living (GAIL) program 
at a city council budget work 
session April 19. 

It was proposed at the meet- 
ing that the GAIL program come 
under the aegis of the CARES 
program. 

Before Batey came on board 
approximately one year ago, 85 
GAIL clients had been served 
with information, referral and ad- 
vocacy services to enable seniors 
to remain in their homes during 
the previous year. This number 
jumped to over 350 in FY04 un- 
der Batey’s reign. 

Some of the FY05 GAIL goals 
are to provide caregiver training; 
address the Senior Needs Assess- 
ment issues; arrange — through the 
county — for two van aides to as- 
sist seniors with getting on and off 
buses; work with Friends of the 
Resource Advocate (FORA) to help 
control the cost of home health 
care; develop a brochure describing 
services for Greenbelt seniors; and 
work with clients on their specific 
financial needs. Leonie Penney, 
chair of FORA, along with others, 
spoke in support of the work that 
Batey is doing, eschewing the mi- 
crophone by saying, “I have al- 
ready an accent.” 

Overview 

Liz Park, CARES director, 
discussed FY04 accomplishments 
and goals for FYO5. 

Among the accomplishments 
were the awarding of a $20,000 
grant through a Prince George’s 
County Livable Communities Ini- 
tiative to provide the Strengthen- 
ing Families program in the 
Springhill Lake Community; ini- 
tiating a quarterly column in the 


News Review designed to offer 
readers information on a variety 
of family-related topics; establish- 
ing a men’s discussion group; 
producing the GAIL Guide, a 
quarterly informational newsletter; 
and working with Sukol Commu- 
nications to conduct a Senior 
Needs Assessment. 

Goals for CARES FY0O5 in- 
clude adding a third crisis inter- 
vention counselor, addressing of- 
fice space issues and seeking other 
grant funding for the Strengthen- 
ing Families program. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin gave Park accolades 
for coming in behind “the leg- 
end” of Carol Leventhal and con- 
tinuing the quality of service that 
CARES provides.

The week of April 19, the 
streets crew completed asphalt pav- 
ing of the area that was used to 
connect the new natural gas 
pumps to the gas line in the pub- 
lic works yard, began digging to 
install the new French drain at the 
Braden tennis courts and cleaned 
the sediment pond at Schrom Hills 
of trash.
